Ever In V. 


Washington —(/P)—As much food 


as ever is ejected to be produced in 
the country this year—and perhaps 
more—despite the drought. 


Total shipments of the Important 


fruits and vegetables have averaged 
20,000 carloads a week, nearly as 
many as a year ago, and the depart- 
ment of agriculture, releasing" new 
production figures jtoday, predicted 
average or .larger than average sup- 
plies of the chief food crops. 


Tomatoes, perhaps, have supplied 


the greatest upset for drought dam- 
age estimates. The total commercial 
production, including the late crop 
now forecast at 4,887,000 
bushels, 


•was indicated to be 7 per cent or 1,- 
878,000 bushels greater than in 1929. 


In the commercial canning vege- 


tables group, the production of snap 
beans, sweet corn, green preas and 
tomatoes was estimated at 2,281,000 
tons or nearly 7 per cent more than 
the average yearly production. 


The 1930 crop -of onions was indi- 


cated to be nearly 5 per cent larger 
than the 1929 production and, about 
one-fourth greater than average. Pro- 
duction of both late domestic and 
Danish cabbage was reported to be 
larger than a year ago, the domestic 
crop by about 4 per cent and Danish 
cabbage by 6 per cent. Cabbage for 
kraut was estimated at 144,900 tons 
compared with 140,300 tons in 1929 
on an acreage about one-fifth larger. 


No appreciable shortage was indi- 


cated in the commercial supply of 
any of the later summer, fall and 
storage vegetables other than pota- 
:oes and sweet potatoes. 


There is a deficiency of late pota- 


oes in 16 states, but there is a sur- 
>lus in 19 states and except for the 
ast year or two the production of 
potatoes has been in excess o£ the 
demand and often piled up a burden- 
some surplus on the market. Farm- 
ers always have made money on a 
short potato crop and lost on a large 
>ne. 
Increases over last year were in- 
dicated for most fruit and nut crops, 
Deluding apples, peaches, pears, 
pluaas, prunes, grapes "and almonds.

EUROPEAN AND AMERICAN 


JUSTICE 


If you ever wonder why Europeans 


tend to look upon Americans as a 
strange and incomprehensible people, 
you might give a little attention to the 
recent cable dispatches concerning Mr. 
Jack (Legs) Diamond. 


Legs Diamond is a New York rac- 


keteer, rapidly gaining a Manhattan 
reputation as a sort of small-scale Al 
Capone. Not long ago, thirsting for 
the broadening effects of travel, he 
sailed for Europe. His liner got to 
England and the British authorities, 
forewarned as to" his antecedents, re- 
fused to let him in. 


Thereupon he went to Belgium. The 


Belgian police met him at the dock, 
trotted to the German frontier and 
turned him loose—possibly as a belated 
reprisal for the indignity of 1914. 


In no time at all the Germans ar- 


rested him. Having been tipped- off 
that he was a director of various 
criminal enterprises and a highly dan- 
gerous man, they immediately wired 
New York and announced that they 
were holding him; would New York 
please send and get him ? 


The surprise came when New York 


-replied that it did not want him. In 
a broad sense, of course, that was un- 
derstandable; but New York meant 
that it had no criminal charges ready 
to place against him, had no cell 
yawning for him and, on the whole, 
had no reason to deprive him of his 
liberty. 


This was the sort of thing that the 


Europeans found themselves unable to 
assimilate. Here was a notorious "bad 
man" on the loose. England, Belgium 
and Germany, in rapid 
succession, 


gave him short shrift, and the Germans 
thoughtfully and tactfully arrested him 
so that his home town could deal with 
him as he deserved; and then the home 
town announced that it was not inter- 
ested! It had him down in its list as 
"a racketeer, but it? could not do^any-^ 
thing about it. As far as New York 
was concerned he was free ,as the air, 
and he could come home'any time he 
wanted to. 


It is hardly surprising if Europe 


finds this a bit thick. In Europe they 
have different ways of dealing with 
crooks and high binders. They do not 
give them the freedom of the city until 
such time as they obligingly commit 
murders, under the eyes of the mayor. 
Politicians do not befriend them. The 
law and the courts do not throw out 
protecting technicalities to shelter 
them. The criminal is harried and 
hounded—and, as a result, does not 
thrive. 


Our way is different. Here-we make 


national figures out of them.- We call 
them "kings of the underworld," or 
some such flamboyant title," and leave, 
them strictly alone. We revel in ac- 
counts of their misdeeds but we do 
not dream of punishing them. And 
they flourish, consequently, as the 
green bay tree.

Blinded In one eye at the age of 


eight by a stick thrown by a com- 
panion at a cow, and deprived of the 
sight of his other eye at the age of 
11 in an accident with a toy gun, he 
was, despite his handicap, able to 
reach a seat in the United States 
senate at the age of 37. 


STARTED EARLY 


Gore traces his yearning for a po- 


litical career to hearing the Congres- 
sional Record read while he was a 
page in the senate of his native Mis- 
sissippi. 


His father, who was a justice juf 


the peace, instilled a desire for law 
m him. Working as a school teacher 
with the air of his classmates who 
read the books to him, he succeeded 
in graduating from a law school in 
Tennessee, 


Oklahoma soon claimed him. That . 
state regards him as one of its po- j 
litical pioneers. He assisted in writ- * 
mg its state constitution and was 
chosen as one of Oklahoma's first 
pair of United States senators. 


Although entirely 
bereft of his 


eyesight, he disdains the use of 
raised type for the blind. He prefers 
to keep posted on current events by 
having publications read to him. 


His hobby is second-hand books.

The year 1930 seems destined to go down in history as a banner season for trans-Atlantic flights, the recent westward crossing by Coste and 


Bellonte being the seventh successful oceanic air voyage of the year as well as the first ever to be made from the continent 
to the United 


States. The above map shows the routes of the two dirigibles, Graf Zeppelin and R-100, both of -sv'hich twice crossed the ocean, and the routes 
of the three successful airplane flights as well as the proposed itinerary of two other heavier-than-air expeditions expected to start soon. The 
Graf Zeppelin was first to span the Atlantic this year, coming to Lakehurst by way of South America and returning- over the 
northern route. 


The E-100 crossed the north Atlantic on its way to Montreal as \\ell as on the return journey. The German flyers, headed by Wolfgang von 
Gronau, made their fight in a series of hops, while Charles Kingsford-Smith, the Australian, spanned the ocean in one jump, but was forced to 
land at Newfoundland before continuing to New York City.
